Why, I would have bdeaten 
Pegoud at this if someone woula have 
trusted me with a machine. 

“Why, Ralph Johnston's 
unnecessary He died because a 
puff of wind nit his plane 
when it was pointed steeply downward 
and he didn’t know what to do with the 
levers. If he had known a little more, 
he would have escaped just as I did. 
Miss Quimby died also because her 
pliune tilted too steeply downward and 
she didn’t know what to do. But maybe 
even if she had in those days of piano- 
wire braces the plane might have 
crumpled up under the strain. My plane 
can't crumple up, because every piano 
wire has been replaced by a woven wire 
cable and every wooden brace has been 
so firmly fastened with woven wire ca- 
bles that any break will be local and 
will leave enough plane space independ- 
ent of {it to reach the ground on.” 

An assistant burrled up to explain to 
Niles what had happened to the motor. 
He said that he had planned for the 
gasoline needed for the few moments 
the machine would occupy in making 
the loop by a special spiral tube feeder. 

“T thought this feetecr would hold 
enough to last,’’ he said, ‘“‘ but it be- 
came exhausted evidently right at the 
summit of the turning movement.” 

Niles said he would not depend again 
on the spiral gasoline feed but would 
experiment at once with a pressure feed 
system. 

Niles’s motor stopped and started 
twice in his wild drop from the 8,000- 
foot level to the 500-foot level, because 
the aeroplane assumed positions in 
which the gasoline was cut off from 
the engine. The fact that he had not 
done what he had promised to do seemed 
to be much more important to Niles 
than the fact that he had saved him- 
self after his perilous fall. 

“IT will go aloft again,”’ he said, ‘‘ and 
perform for you some straight up-side- 
down flying, and will turn the ' perpen- 
dicular 8,’ which is as near to ‘ looping- 
ee as my Zasoline feed will per- 
mit.” 

Niles started at once to carry out 
this promise, and after climbing for six 
minutes he turned his aeroplane up- 
side down and cruised in this position 
|} through three circuits of the aviation 
'grounds ‘The "'S" flignt he made at 
the end of his ‘‘ up-side-down”"’ flight, 
'and the spectators cheered him lustily. 
Niles said as he retired to his hangar 
'that the thing most in his mind now 
was to fly across the ocean and that he 
proposed to use all his spare time to 
| prepare for it. 

The monoplane in which Niles flew 
was the ordinary Moisant monoplane 
used as an instruction machine at the 
Garden City grounds. The only changes 
made in it for the flight were the sub- 
stitution of woven-wire steel cables for 
plano wire braces and the addition of 
straps for his feet and shoulders. 

Niles began to fly eighteen months 
ago at Hammondsport, and has ap- 
peared at exhibition meets since that 
| time mostly with a Curtiss biplane. He

| Mr. Schofield, who had made a for- 


tune as a railroad builder in his youth, 
had little property left when he learned 
a few months ago that his first wife 
had died at Los Angeles in December, 
| 1912, and that he was entitled to a 
share in her fortune. In order to avoid 
litigation which would be likely to last 
beyond his lifetime, Mr. Schofield ac- 
cepted $40,000 from the other heirs. 

| Six weeks ago he obtained a license 
'to marry Miss Fitzsimmons, whom he 
| had met through her brother, Thomas 
|. Fitzsimmons, who was busi- 
ness acquaintance. The wedding was 
| delayed because the Catholic Church 
refused to grant a dispensation to Miss 
| Fitzsimmons to marry Mr. Schofield, 
who was then a Protestant. The aged 
man became ill a few days ago. 
| 81 he took rooms at the Hotel St. George, 
and when he realized that his illness was 
{likely to end in death, he decided, in- 


| stead of risking further delay in 


taining a dispensation, to join the Cath- 
olic Church. He sent for a Catholic 
priest and was received into that com- 


| munion. 

Mr. Schofield's life eobing rap- 
| idly when the ceremony was performed 
yesterday. He had retained full pos- 
| session of all his faculties, though, and 
| was able to sit up in bed’and make the 
responses. The ceremony was  per- 
formed by the Rev. Father F. X. Lu- 
|decke of the Church of St. Francis 
| @'Asissi in Brooklyn. Dr. J, A. Mc- 
| Corkle was present. Others in the room 
| were William M. Clemens, an “ inves- 
| tigator,” who had notified Mr. Scho- 
| field that the wife from wnom he had 
{been separated for twenty-five years 
had died, leaving a large estate; Samuel 
H. Wandell of 2 Rector Street, Mr. 
Schofield’s lawyer; Mrs. Lilian B. Scho- 
field, daughter-in-law of the dying man, 
and Mr. Fitzsimmons, the. brother of 
the bride. 

It had been the intentiow of ‘the dy- 
ing man to make a will, and he had 
summoned his lawyer for that purpose, 
but the effort of fulfilling his part in 
the marriage ceremony proved too much 
for him, and he was not strong enough 
to take up the disposal of his estate. 

Mrs. Schofield will obtain her dower 
rights in the estate, which consists of 
the $40,000 share in the first wife’s es- 
tate and some real estate which Mr. 
Schofield owned. Mr. Schofield’s other 
heir is a grandson, Lieut. Schofield of 
the United States Army, who is sta- 
tioned at Honolulu. 

Mr. Schofield had made a fortune in 
the construction of the Bingham Canyon 
Railroad,; now a part of the Denver 
& Rio Grande, when he returned to 
New York more than twenty-five years 
ago and met Lilian KH. Austin, who was 
known on the stage as Libbie Stowell. 
She had come from England to the 
United States in 1873, and in making 
a tour of the continent had speculate 
in mining stocks in California, mak- 
ing a fortune of $85,000. On her return 
to New York she invested part of this 
in a production which she attempted of 
the ‘‘Passion Play.’’ She and others 
interested in the enterprise lost their 
money 
the performance on the ground that it 
was sacriligious. 4 

Soon after this Miss Austin married 
Mr. Schofield. They lived together un- 
til Mrs. Schofield’s name became as- 
sociated with that of Nathaniel W. 
Hatch, a prominent Wall Street broker. 
On the morning of May 15, 1888, Hatch’s 
body was found in the court beneath 
the Schofield apartment, where he had 
jumped several stories to his death 
when the husband came home unex- 
pectedly. Schofield and his wife parted 
after that, and never met again. On 
the death of Mrs. Schofield, a sister 
demanded the entire estate, holding that 
Mr. Schofield had deserted his wife. 
The courts ruled that it was not deser- 
tion since the wife had left her hus- 
band’s domicile.

No doctor was called to the Wessels 
home at 1,208 Franklin Avenue until 
after the baby had died and it was 
necessary to have death certificate 
written. ¥ 

The far%reaching consequences of 
such an attitude toward a case of con- 
tagious disease were illustrated by Dr. 
Hubbard of the Healtn Department, who 
said that after the baby's death Wes- 
sels declined to permit the administra- 
tion of antitoxin either to himself or 
to hisgother children. The doctor said 
he hat learned that throughout te baby’s 
sickness a twelve-year-old sister was al- 
lowed to attend Public School 40, in 
Porspect Avenue. He examined the 
thirty-nine members of her class and 
found seven of them affected. Of the 
seven, one is now under quarantine.

BETHMANN N MAY BE VICEROY. 


Rumors in Berlin That Chancellor 
Will Go to Alsace-Lorraine. 
Special Cable to Tut NEw 
BERLIN, Feb. 2.—It 
highly probable, Tue New Yor« TIMEs 
spondent learns in quarters 
which are ordinarily well informed, 


'that Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg will 
shortly retire from the Imperial Chan- 
cellorship and become Viceroy of Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 

This belief is based on the character 
of the men just appointed Secretary 
and Under Secretary of State for the 
Imperial Provinces, Count Roedern 
and Baron von Stein. They rank as 
the ablest subordinate officials serv- 
ing under the Chancellor, and his se- 
lection of them for the ‘important 
work of “ reconstruction” to be done 
in the conquered provinces is thought 
to indicate that the Chancellor intends 
to join hands with them as their su- 
perior in the capacity of Viceroy.

THAT TELEPHONE REPORT 


Chiefly Remarkable for Its Lack of 
Real Knowledge, Says F. H. Bethell. 
F. H. Bethell, Vice President of the 
New York Telephone Company, made the 
following statement yesterday: 

‘‘The report of the Post Office Com- 
mittee on the Government ownership of 
telephones and telegraphs is _ principal- 
ly remarkable for the lack of knowledge 
aisplayed of conditions both here and 
abroad, 

‘It is stated that private. companies 
have no incentive to extend the service 
to less profitable sections. This in face 
of the experience that only under pri- 
vate ownership has there been a wide 
extension of the service. Incidentally, 
the Post Office Department does not 
itself expect to do much of this develop- 
ment, as the recommendation of the com- 
mittee expressly excepts service to the 
farmers, although later on the report 
states: ‘It is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to make this facility available to 
all of its citizens without discrimina- 
tion.’ 

‘*The statement that a private com- 
pany ‘ increases its rates to the highest 
point that will not by restricting busi- 
ness impair the aggregate profit’ either 
fuils to recognize the regulating power 
of the Interstate and various State Com- 
missions or reflects upon their efficiency 
and integrity. 

“The statement that it would be un- 
necessary for the Government to pur- 
chase the real estate of the telephone 
companies because exchanges could be 
moved to the Post Office buildings 
strikes any one with even a slight knowl- 
edge of the business as humorous. In 
New York City there are three Post Of- 
fice buildings, only one of which is 
adequate, even for its present purpose, 
|while fifty-six modern fireproof build- 
ings are required to house the telephone 
|central stations, and the same condi- 
tion exists, only to a smaller extent, in 
other cities of the country. Even assum- 
ing there were fifty-six Post Office 
' building, the impossibility of disman- 
| tling and reassembling more than $13,- 
| 000,000 worth of complicated machinery, 
without utterly demoralizing the service, 
must be Tgsonably obvious, even to the 
layman,”

“ROTTER!” CRY MILITANTS. 


Bishop of London Denounced—Pri- 
mate Also Bitterly Attacked. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—The only feeling 
experienced by Mrs. Dacre-lox, a suf- 
fragette leader, while she was inter- 
viewing the Archbishop of Canterbury 
at Lambeth Palace on Jan. 29, was 
“utter contempt,’’ she told the mill- 
tants at their weekly meeting to-day. 
In reporting to her audience how she 
had pleaded with the Primate on behalf 
of the suffragette prisoners who were 
being forcibly fed, Mrs. Dacre-Fox 
said the Archbishop’s chaplain was “a 
pitiable object, trembling and with chat- 
tering teeth.” 

Mrs. Dacre-Fox said that while the 
Archbishop was “coldly and calmly” 
listening to her account of what was be- 
ing done to her comrades in Holloway 
Jail, she knew all the time that he had 
already been in communication with the 
Bishop of London and that the fate of 
their efforts had already been fixed. 
She added: 

“That was why I experienced that 
awful feeling of contempt.”’ 

Referring to the visit of the Bishop 
of London to Holloway Jail, as a result 
of which he said that the suffragette 
prisoners did not suffer any torture, 
Mrs. Dacre-Fox declared it was deplor- 
able that the Bishop had spent most of 
his time in tempting Miss Rachael 
Peace to betray her priaciples. 

Loud shouts of ‘‘ Traitor!’ and 
ter!’" greeted this charge.

LAMAR RESOLUTION WINS 


But Is Amended to ‘“ Request” a 
Steel Rebate Investigation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—David Lamar, 
sometimes called the Wolf of Wall 
Street, who is under indictment in New 
York for the fraudulent impersonation 
of public men, sat the gallery and 
grinned broadly this afternoon while the 
Senate adopted a resolution he had in- 
spired calling for an investigation of 
alleged rebating by the Steel Trust.

At his office last night he ex- 
plained that New York was aimply 


swamped with laborers who had been 
lured here by the hove of obtaining em- 
ployment on large construction projects 
like the new subways, the Aqueduct, 
and. office buildings. Of the 825,000 idle 
men in this city who are looking for 
work, Supt. arias said that at least 
140,060 were unskilled laborers. 

“Are you sure that your estimate of 
the number of unemployed is approxi- 
matey correct?”’ Supt. Hopkins was 
asKed, 


Men Being Laid Off. 


** Yes,’"" he replied, ‘‘I should say 
that 325,000 is an approximation #within 
15,000 of the actual number of unem- 
ployed in New York City. Personally, I 
should say that the figures would have 
to be revised upward if they were re- 
vised at all, During the last two months 
we have interviewed about 100 managers 
of factories, stores, and the like in an 
effort to get employment for our own 
men, and nearly all complained that 
business was bad and that they were 
laying off men, although at this time 
last year they were increasing their 
force. In answer to most of the letters 
we have sent out inquiring for employ- 
ment for our men we have been in- 
formed that the supply of labor at pres- 
ent is greatly in excess of the demand. 

“The number of the unemployed has 
increased simply hecause there isn't the | 
work for them, I think the public has 
been incorrectly informed that most of 
the unemployed men tn this city are 
homeless men or _ outcasts. I have} 
learned from reliable investigators that 
the number of outcasts in New York 
City probably does not exceed 20,000.”" | 

In this connection Supt. Hopkins said 
he thought that the plans for relief work | 
suggested by Commissioner of Charities | 
Kingsbury would prove to be a great | 
He said: 
“lor instance, suppose you are going | 
to improve the river front and plant 
trees, aS a relief work for the unem- 
ployed men of the city. The day you! 
issue a call for them you will have 
a8 many unemployed men available as 
you care to put to work. They will rep- 
resent, for the greater part, men who 
are willing to do just as little as possi- 
ble to keep their places, If there are 
industrious men among them the in- 
dustrious will be demoralized. Each 
year these same men will try to gain 
subsistence by doing the relief work, 
and in the end the city will find that 
kind of labor more costly. In a way 
the idler will be given the preference 
over the industrious worker,” 

Supt, Hopkins was asked, then, what 
he thought was the best way of solving 
the problem of the unemployed, and he 
said that a National Bureau should be

MUSEUM GETS DEED 
FOR RIGGS ARMOR 


Director Robinson Calls It Sec- 
ond Only in Importance 
to Altman Gift.

TO BE SEEN NEXT FALL 


No Collection Like It In the World 
for Completeness and His- 


torical Value. 


Director Robinson of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art made official announce- 
ment yesterday that the famous Will- 
iam Hefiry Riggs collection of arms and 
armor, the donation which was first 
reported by THe New Yor«K TIMBS last 
November, would be thrown open to the 
public In the newly completed northeast 
wing of the Museum in October. Mr. 
Robinson said that Mr. Riggs had 
turned the collection over to the Mu- 
seum by formal deed of gift. Mr. Rob- 
inson said:

always styled himself an ‘‘ American 
sojourning in Paris."’ 

For forty-five years, Mr. Robinson 
said, Mr. Riggs never crossed the ocean 
until last Spring, when he came to visit 
the Museum. He then viewed the ad- 
dition which was to house his collec- 
tion. He will return to assist in super- 
vising installing it on the ground floor 
of the addition. Dr. Bashford Dean, 
curator of the arms and armor in the 
Museum, who was closely associated 
| with Mr. Riggs during the past few 
years, was with him in Paris last Fall 
superintencing the packing and ship- 
ping of the collection. 

Director Robinson ealled special atten- 
tion yesterday to the richness of the 
collection, not only in pieces of great 
beauty, but in pieces of peculiar his- 
torical interest as having been worn by 
| Kings and famous Generals. These 
pieces also had a special artistic inter- 
est since they were made by the best 
| armorers of their time, men who worked 
only for their distinguished masters m 
the days when armormaking, was one of 
the finest of the fine arts. In these 
specimens Mr. Robinson said the Riggs 
collection was universally recognized to 
be the richest the world. He said: 

““Among the numerous historical 
pleces are the armor for horse ant 
man of Marcus Antonius Colonna, 
which was formerly in the town hall 
of Bozen, in the Tyrol, earlier in the 
Ambras collection. The collection also 
includes armor which belonged to Louis 
XIII, the Duke of Alva, Charles de 
Bourbon, the Count of Fribourg, the 
Marquis de Bassompierre, and pieces of 
armor, such as helmets, breast-plates, 
gauntlets, &c., belonging to Henry VITi. 

England, Tremouille, Alva, Henry 

’., Henry IJ., Louis XITI., Lorenzo de 
| Medici, swords ef Henry IV. and 

Charles V., coronation gauntlets of 
| Christian I. of Saxony, numerous arms 
| of Augustus the Strong, halberds of the

Mr. Riggs began the work of making 
| his great collection as a_ schoolboy,

“As a collector Mr. Riggs has ever 

| been tire From the days he at- 
tended school at Vevey, with Pterpont 
Morgan in 1854, he has been in constant 
touch with antiquity merchants and 
salesrooms. He ransacked Italy in the 
early days when the garrets of old pal- 
aces still contained numerous art treas- 
ures. Thus, in Venice he obtained im- 
portant specimens dating from the times 
of the early Doges, from the Tiepolo 
Palace.
